Enrollment at Hartnell College 
has reached an all-time record of 
1,264 students. Of this total, 
there are 770 men and 494 women 
students, The previous record, 
set last October 1, was 1,226. The 
freshman class has 800, while 
there are some 464 sophomores. 

Hartnell’s evening division. en- 
rollment is expected to exceed 
1,000 students. There is no reg- 
istration deadline, but’ the stu- 
dent must be in a class by. its 
third meeting. ? 

Due to. the large enrollment, 
several have been cut 
from further registration, Accord- 
ing to’ Karl Bengston, regsitrar 
and dean of admissions, there are 
approximately 50 fofeign students 
this year compared to 70. last 
year.

Bennett Cerf’s 
Laugh Formula 
Eases Tension 


Veering often from his lec- 
ture topic, “Modern Trends 
in Literature and Humor,” 


Bennett Cerf brought his 
philosophy of life to the focal 
point before a capacity-plus crowd 
in the Hartnell library Tuesday 
evening. 

Opening the fall “Hartnell Pre- 
sents” lecture series, the president 
of Random House warned, “We're 
taking’ ourselves too, seriously!” 

‘Adinittedly an “incurable opti- 
mist” himself, Mr. Cerf advised 
a “laissez faire,” “ride with thé 
punch” outlook in dealing with 
the present world of constant cri- 
ses. “It’s time we learned to 
laugh at ourselves again,” he 
said. , 

Rather than discuss modern 
humor, the famed “What’s My 
Line?” panelist chose to illus- 
trate and demonstrate it with a 
constant stream of quips and an- 
ecdotes. 

Giving his literary ideas from 
the publisher's point of view, Cerf 
noted: It is harder and harder to- 
day for an author to get a start 
because we are becoming a me- 
too nation. We want. to read 
what the other man is reading. 


My plea is, if you want to read 
a book, try a newcomer.” 

Cerf told his audience there 
has been a gradual change in 
American humor. We have moved 
from appreciation of the wise- 
crack to a liking for the anecdote, 
he said. 

Obviously quite pleased with 
the quality trend in contemporary 
literature, Cerf tecalled the days 
of books with “beautiful girls on 
the jackets, but no jackets on the 
beautiful girls.” 

Raspy-voiced Cerf expressed his 
concern relating to censorship. 
“I’m afraid of censorship. It’s 
not needed or justified. Let the 
law take care of it,” he said. 

Cerf readily revealed his feel- 
ings on Henry Miller’s “Tropic of 
Cancer” and D. H. Lawrence's 
“Lady. Chatterly’s. Lover”: “I 
didn’t think it was possible, but 
they make sex seem dull.” 

Concluding his presentation on 
a serious note after spending sev- 
eral minutes discussing the “What's 
My Line?” show, Cerf emphasized, 
“We NEED laughter!”

Biologist Tabbed 


for Research 


On Genetics With Nobel Winner 


Forsaking the calm of Salinas, 
biology instructor James Wilson 
entered the hectic pace of, New 
York City this week where he will 
carry on genetics research at the 
Rockefeller Institute. 

With his work supported by the 
National Science Foundation, Dr. 
Wilson will collaborate with Dr.

Dr. Wilson is 
the inventor of a microinjection 
technique which allows him to 
inject various substances into in- 
dividual cells of the mold, In- 
fluence of the substances on mold 
genetics can then be followed. 

Dr. Wilson’s current stint at 
the famed laboratory will help 
complete one: phase of the study. 
He is the only man trained in 
this particular injection tech- 
nique.
